66Greetings from the crisp, cold 
G/ lands of the Arctic. I'm Mrs Arctic 
fox and, although | behave like 
the Farthing Wood foxes, and 
leave the same tracks and 
droppings and mark my 

- territory in the same way, | 
lead quite a different life 
because of where | live. 

We Arctic foxes live in Iceland, 
Greenland, northern Norway and the 
CIS. Some of us stay along the 
coast, but others make their homes 
inland, high up in the tundra (open, 
treeless land), where snow covers 
the ground for much of the year. In 
the past, many of my ancestors 
were killed for their fur.99 


MUZZLE PUZZLE 

Take a close look at me in my summer 
coat, and then see if you can spot any 
differences between me and the Red 
fox on the right. 

Well, first of all, can you see a 
difference in colour? Most of us Arctic 
foxes are greyish brown, whereas the 
Farthing Wood ones are more reddish 
brown. Next, did you notice any 
differences between the shape of our 
heads? Well, my muzzle is shorter, and 
my ears are smaller and rounder. 
There are Some differences that you 
won't be able to spot from these 
pictures: Red foxes often trot, but we 
Arctic foxes gallop along, taking big 
Strides; | am about % of the size of a 
Red fox. Also, my winter coat, which is 
white, is thicker than Red fox’s coat. 


Like Red foxes, we Arctic foxes live together in 
pairs or small groups. However, Arctic foxes tend 
to live closer to each other - in an area where 
there’s a good supply of food and shelter for our 
dens, several groups will live nearby, sometimes 
just 1km apart. We keep in touch by calling - we 
bark, shriek and yelp, especially during the 
breeding season in March and April. 


We moult twice a year - in September to grow our thick 
winter coat and in early summer to shed this coat and 
grow our shorter summer one. Not all Arctic foxes grow 
a white winter coat: some living along the coast stay 
brown, while a small number, about 5% of all Arctic 
foxes, turn bluish grey. A white coat is really useful as 
camouflage in our snowy surroundings.

The Arctic fox’s winter coat is so thick, and keeps out 
the biting cold winds so well, that the fox does not 
start to shiver until the temperature drops to - 40°C. 


All About... 


Surviving icy winters 
66lt’s not surprising that Arctic foxes 
live for a maximum of only 11 years in 
the wild. The winters are so cold, and. 
food is so scarce, that it is astonishing 
that the foxes, who do not hibernate, 
can survive at all. How do they do it? 
Well, their extra-thick winter coat 
keeps out the worst of the cold. They 
grow hair on the underside of their 
paws, and their ears are small, so that 
they lose as little body warmth as 
possible. Then, in order to find food, 
many of them travel huge distances, 
either to the coast, where they can eat 
shellfish and seabirds and scavenge for 
leftovers from polar bear killings, or 
further south, to the more sheltered 
woodlands, where they may find berries 
and other fruits and small rodents.99 


In the summer, Arctic foxes mainly eat 
lemmings and voles, but in the winter these 
creatures tunnel deep under the ground, 
which is covered in a 1m-thick layer of 
snow. When they climb up to the surface to 
eat mosses, a hungry fox like this one can 
smell them and dig them up. 


Summer play 


If a fox pair survive the winter, 
they normally mate in March 
or April and their cubs are 
born in a den in May or June. 
Dens are made in banks or in 
holes among rocks and 
boulders. Some dens are 
used year after year. These 
are quite easy to pick out, 
because plenty of thick, green 
vegetation springs up around 
the entrance, fertilized by the 
foxes’ droppings and food 
remains. 

The brown fox cubs, like 
their Farthing Wood relatives, 
play and have mock fights 
outside the den while their 
parents and other adult 
helpers hunt for food for 
them. One adult is usually left 
behind to guard the cubs. 


DANGEROUS CROSSING 

Lemmings are small rodents, about the size of Field 
voles. In summer, they live in shallow burrows and feed 
on grasses, sedges, roots and bark. In winter, they live 
deeper underground. People used fo believe that they 
flung themselves over cliffs, as if they were committing 
suicide. But now naturalists who have studied them tell 
us that this is not true. What happens is that every few 
years, huge numbers of lemmings are bom. As there is 
not enough food for them in their usual home area, 
many of them have to move away. They travel vast 
distances in search of a new home. Sometimes they 
come to the bank of a river or a fjord, but they will 
swim across it only if they can see the other side. 
However, strong currents or a change in the direction 
of the wind can prevent them from reaching the far 
bank, in which case large numbers of them drown.

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THE ICE AGE 


66About 1,600,000 years ago, the 
world became a much colder place - 
the Ice Age had begun. Winter snows 

<» near the North and South poles and on 
mountains did not melt during the summer and, as 
the years passed, layers of snow and ice built up, 
forming ice sheets and glaciers. These spread until 
ice and snow covered nearly one third of the Earth, 
almost reaching London. 

The cold temperatures changed the environment 
drastically, as many plants and animals could not 
survive. They were gradually replaced by more hardy 
types, better suited to the conditions. Coniferous 
forests and tundra (freezing plains) took over slowly 
from the lush forests and grasslands of warmer 
times. Some animals set off on long journeys to 
migrate to hotter places, nearer the equator, while 
others slowly adapted to the new climate.99

The Irish elk was a giant deer. This huge 
animal stood over 2m high, much larger than 
any deer alive today. Its antlers were nearly 

4m across from tip to tip. 


There were actually five Ice Ages, 
each one lasting for thousands of 
years. Between each was a period 
when the weather was much warmer, 
called an interglacial period. 


At about 3.5m tall, the Woolly 
mammoth was the largest of all 
the tundra animals. Although there 
were many types of elephant alive 
at the time, the mammoth was 
unusual because its whole body 
was covered with long, thick, 
reddish brown hair. This meant 

it was able to survive in such a 
cold climate. 


The Cave lion also lived on the 
tundra. Unlike modern lions, it 
lived and hunted alone. It was 
much larger than a modern 
lion and was covered in 

thick fur to protect it 
from the cold. 


Coniferous forests 
bordered the open 
tundra. These were made 
up mainly of pine and fir 
trees, which could 
withstand the cold 
weather conditions. 


Ice Age wolves were much smaller ie , 
than modern wolves, but 
were very efficient hunters. 
They moved in packs, so they 
were able to hunt bigger and 
stronger prey than their larger 
neighbour, the Cave lion.

The Woolly rhinoceros had a thick, furry coat made 
up of two layers. Soft, black fur grew close to the 
skin, and this was covered by longer, red hair, which 
kept out the wind and snow. It lived on the tundra 
during the short summer and moved into the forest 
for shelter in winter. 


Sabre-tooth cats were powerful predators. 
They had two long, sharp teeth that they used 
to stab their prey. They hunted and ate large 

animals, such as bison and mammoths.
